JAPAN. 


—o— 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates extend to the 5th Nov. The French mail of Sept. 1 
arrived out Cct. 22; the P. and O. mail of Sept. 8 on Oct. 25; 
and the French mail of Sept 15 on Nov. 2. 

The following summary is from the wapan Herald: 

The right of export of native rice by foreigners, that we men- 
tioned as probable, has been conceded by the Government, and if 
that grain can be hought at such a price as to leave a margin to 
the exporter, operations may be looked for, the quality of it always 
being such as to command sales at foreign ports; the crop of rice 
this season is so promising as to warrant the re-shipment of grain 
to China that has been brooght hither. 

It is reported that the sale of silver itziboos to foreigners has 
been prohibited by the Government, and that contracts already 
made by natives have been broken by them in consequence. 

By order of his Imperial Majesty a levée was held on the 24th 
Oct. at Yedo ; those princes at the time residing there were pre- 
sented. At the conclusion an address was handed to his Majesty 
by the Prince of Satsuma, and was graciously responded to by 
the Emperor, who afterwards, accompanied by a few attendants, 
left the castle on horseback for the purpose of inspecting the 
site upon which the Naval College and Hospital are to be built. 
On the day following his Majesty, attended by four guards, 
drove to the Foreign-oftice. It is said that he will visit Yoko- 
hama, where he will inaugurate the railroad at‘ the beginning of 
the Japanese New Year—in February next. 

Of late several meetings of the Consuls have been held for the 
purpose of devising some means by which a check may be put to 
the robberies and burglaries that are daily taking place ; the 
ne made have been referred to the Government at 

edo, 

The yacht that was presented a few years ago by Her Majesty 
to the [ycoon was sent up as a gunboat to Hakodate, where it 
was run ashore and sunk. It was then purchased by a foreigner, 
raised, and sent to Shanghai to be overhauled and repaired ; she 
has now come back under the name of Emperor, and presents a 
very respectable appearance. 

Great activity is veing displayed at the Mint in the coining of 
gold and silver yen and other coins. A few of the silver coins 
have been put in circulation, but nothing in comparison with tho 
demand that exists. The silver yen is already at seven per cent. 
premium against Mexican dollars. It is said that coiners are at 
work at Macao on these coins. 

Mr. Mutsu Munemitsu, the Governor of Kanagawa, has heen 
elected & member of the Club here, being the first J apanere 
elected as a member of a foreign club. 

A dinner in honour of the Mikado's twentieth birthday took 
Place at the Government House here. It was given by his Ex- 
cellency the Governor, members of the Consular corps, captains 
of men-of-war, and military officers only being invited. ‘The fo- 
reign Ministers in residence at Yedo dined at [ama-go-ten in 
honour of the occasion. 

Preparations are being made for the revision next year, of the 
treaties between Japan and foreign nations. It is expected thut- 
when the Japanese Government have fully considered the ques- 
tion its proposals will be submitted to the foreign representa~ 
tives ; meantime the committce of the Chamber of Commeice hag 
the subject in hand, but have not as yet reported. Nothing less 
than the opening up of the interior of Japan to foreign intercourse 
will satisfy public opinion, and it is almost upon this point alone 
that public interest and discussion centres. 

General improvement under the new 7egime of the new Go- 
vernor of Kanagawa, Mr. Mutsu Munemitsu, seems to be tle 
order of the day at the Saibansho. New and commodious build- 
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ings have been erected for the convenience of the officials, about 
two hundred and fifty in number now employed in the severa 
public departments centering there. , 

Japanese rumour says that it has been decided by the Govern- 
ment shortly to close the Yedo Hotel, and that it is henceforth to 
be used for a Japanese school. . 

Mr. Strauss, late manager of the Comptoir Belye, and at pre- 
sent officiating Consul-General for Belgittm, leaves for Europe 
early in December next ; it is not probable that he will return 
ad eee FEN A nea 

An hospital fof En onoe pablared in the railway department 
hus beeu opened on the Bluff, nt the quarters lately occupied by 
the BHtish Fegatlon, Gusta. Dt. Purcell, of H.B.M.’s 10th Regi- 
hibnt: fs in cHarge of the sap in Yokohania, and Dr. Wheeler, 
of the British Legation, in Ybdo. 

The steathship Malacca, recently disposed of by the late Messrs. 
Alt and Co. to the Japanese Government, has {been refitted, and 
now lies at Sinagawa, where she will be employed as a training: 
ship. 

It was formerly customary to burn the bodies of all criminals 
decapitated by the officials, but hereafter the relatives may obtain 
possession by application. 

A very destructive fire on the Skidji Hatoba near to the 
Yedo Hotel destroyed over eighty houses, and the Yedo Llotel 
was in no small danger. The principal victims are poor fisher- 
men, but we regret to hear that Messrs. Clarke and Lucy have 
suffered considerably ; their schoolhouse has been destroyed, and 
much of their clothing and furniture burnt. It was an hour and 
more after the fire had broken out that the fire bell sounded the 
alarm. Not knowing how to work it, the Japanese firemen aban- 
doned the engine. Messrs. Hartley, Freame, Crowninshields, Sie- 
bold, and Da Roza then took charge of it, and it was due mainly 
to their etforts that the flames were extinguished, and we are 
informed that the Custom-house in a letter thanked them for 
their services. 

Captain Eyre, who commanded the mail steatier Bombay when 
#hé ran into the U.8. steamer Oneida, in Yedo Bay, is dead. 





NAGASAKI. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasaki, November, 3, 1871. 

I last wrote you on tho 14th ultimo wa San Francisco. 
The French and English mails of the Ist and 8th of Sep- 
tember were delivered here on the 26th ultimo—55 and 
48 days respectively. The London and China Express pub- 
lished for the latter mail reached here yesterday evening via San 
Francisco. The French mail of 15th September is expected here 
to-morrow from Shanghai. During the interval little news of any 
interest has transpired. 

It seoms pretty certain that the chief station in Japan of the 

P.M.8.8. Co. is to be Nagasaki, in lieu of Yokohama. Captain 
Phelps has been here for a considerable time making investiga. 
tions, and his report, I hear, is very much in favour of this port, 
which no doubt arises in consequence of its natural advantages, 
not the least of which is its affording a very safe anchorage to 
vessels of any size. 
- The Japanese Government are about to establish w line of 
steamers between this port and Shanghai, and another steamer or 
so will run to Tientsin, but it is very doubtful whether they will 
run at any regular intervals. The object in doing 50 is to give 
ewcouragement to their own people to engage in trade With 
Qhina. They intend advancing o certain percentage against 
shipments made, and a number of merchants at this port have 
formed themselves into a company in order to carry on operations, 
who have rented premises at Shanghai for the purpose. 

H.B.M.S8. Midge arrived from Shanghai yesterday, and thé US. 
corvette Alaska fet for the north this afternoon. H.M.S Ocean 
left, as advised in my last, taking away with her the good wishes 
of this community, with whom Captain Hewett is very popular. 
The orew appeared to be a very superior lot ; amongst whom were 
some of a very religious turn of mind who used to hold relizious 
meetings on the hills near to this settlement in conjunction with 
some of the men from the Alaska.. 

The following is the cargo taken by the British barque Zhrab, 
which vessel sailed for London on the 22nd inst., viz., 547 pack- 
ages tea, 1,336 bales tobacco, 1,794 boxes wax, 46 cdscs curios, 
194 cases merchandise.

‘ SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port are to the 9th Nov. The French mail of 
Sept. 15 arrived out on the 30th Oct., and the following P. and 0. 
mail of Sept. 22nd on the 6th Nov. The following items of news 
are frony the Worth China Herald :— 
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The principal event since our last issue has been the autumn 
race meeting, which commenced on Thursday and ended nomi- 
nally on Saturday, though there was the customary “off” day 
on Monday. The meeting has been a most successful and plea- 
sant one. The weather was particularly fine, visitors were more 
than usually numerous, and the running exceptionally good. 

The Shanghai Yacht Club regatta for the Commodore's Cup, 
was sailed on Monday. The start was at eleven A.m., aud there 
was & very pleasant day, and a quick race round the course. The 
Phantom and Emily were favourites for the race, but the cu 
was won by Pier by the time allowance made in the handi- 
cap. A ships’ boat sweepstakes fell to H.M.S. Juno's pinnace. 
Captain Reynolds's new steamer the Hoyen accompanied the racey~ 
ad many availed themselves of the opportunity thus afforded of 
witnessing the event. 

A meeting of subscribers to the Shanghai Library was held on 
Monday, when it was resolved to carry out the plan of occupyin 
rooms in the Asiatic. Society’s new building, and a financi 
scheme was passed in the form of a resolution to provide for the 
necessary outlay. A third resolution empowers the Committee, 
if they see fit, to lower the subscription from Tls. 15 to Tls, 10. 
We trust that the wise and energetic action shown in these 
changes will have the desired effect of making the library more 
popular, efficient, and prosperous than it has lately been. The 
expenditure for house accommodation will have been reduced to 
an unavoidable minimum, and a larger balance will, it is hoped, 
be available wherewith to increase the supply of new books. 

The fire alarm was rung for a few moments on Thursday night, 
on account of an outbreak in a house in Honan-road. Some 
tea was being dried in an ordinary Chinese bedroom, aud the 
basket in which it was suspended over charcoal caught fire and 
spread it to some combustibles lying near. Fortunately two fo- 
reign policemen happened to {be at hand, and adopted such 
prompt measures that in a very short time the fire was quite ex- 
tinguished. 

The deciding race in the sculling match between Barton and 
Glass, for the Banker’s Cup, which it will be remembered was held 
over in consequence of a dispute occurring, came off on Thursday. 
Barton, giving Glass eight seconds’ start, as before, overtook his 
opponent opposite Batt’s bungalow, but from Glass’s mode of 
steering a foul again occurred in the last bend. On referring 
the dispute to the umpire it was decided that Glass fouled Bar- 
ton, aha the latter was therefore declared winner. ; 

We have arranged for mails to be forwarded during the winter 
to the care of the Customs at Shanghai, Chefoo, and Peking, for 
letters only, but under such circumstances a good deal may be 
intimated under one small cover, and news of every kind will be 
very welcome. The U.S.S. Palos takes down the present despatch 
of letters, on her departure after a three months’ stay here, and she 
bears away two good men from the community—Messrs. McKean, 
of H.M.’s Consular Service, and T. G. Luson, late Commissioner 
of Customs at this port. No plate or address has been presented 
to them, although a song to the tune of “A Fine Old English 
Gentleman” was composed in honour of Mr. Luson ; but it may 
be truly said no men deserved better of their fellow-residents 
than they. A void will be felt by their departure, all the 
more that winter is now closing upon us, and we shall miss the 
good hearts which cheered us with genial companionship and 
happy hospitality. If the good wishes which accompany them ba 
but half fulfilled, their lot, where’er they go, must be a fortunate 
one. And for the officers and men of the Palos I can only say 
that Captain Rockwell has done his very best to earn lasting good 
repute for his ship, and the impression he has left here any naval 
officer might well be proud of. . 

Another correspondent complains of the removal of the light- 
ship at so earlya date as the 1st November, while vessels visit 
the port up to the 12th and 15th. “Fancy vessels,” he says, 
“coming here, meeting the light-ship going south, they may 
return also, and who will pay the loss to the charterer?” _ 

The Presbyterian Synod of China has concluded its sittings at 
Ningpo, and does not again meet till August, 1874, at Chefoo. 
We refer our readers to our correspondent’s letter for a summary 
of the subjects on which the attention of the rev. members was 
engaged, and it will be apparent that these meetings must be of 
much bencfit to the Presbyterian missions in China, from the in- 
terchange of thought and development of methods for carrying out 
the ends they have in view. From statements gathered by the 
Synod, it would seem that there are connected with it six Presby- 
teries, viz., Canton, Foochow, Ningpo, Shanghai, Shantung and 
Peking. The total church quer tip reported isseven hundred 
and fifty, of which ninety-five were received during the past year. 
There are three hundred and twenty pupils in Presbyterian board- 
ing-schools, and the native churches have contributed during the 
year, for benevolent purposes, 660,000 cash. 


HONG KONG. ; 

Our advices extend to the 15th Nov.; the French mail of 
Sept. 29 arrived out on the 8th Nov. The following items are 
taken from the Overland China Mail :— 

Chief Justice Smale has laid the community under an obliga- 
tion by his emphatic protest against the app ication to himsel 
of the doctrine, as enunciated by the Colonial Secretary, that at 
official member of the Government must vote as the Governor 
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dictates, apart from any conscientious scruples of his own, It! 
would derogate from the honourable office which the Chicf Justice 
holds if he could be made subservient on any point to thd 
“ powers that be” here. 

We noticed some days ago that a site for anew Catholic Church 
had been granted by the Government at the eastward of the pub- 
lie gardens between the Garden Road and the Military Nullah. 
We are glad now to sce the work begun, and we hear that the 
first stone will be laid as soon as the lease of the ground is made 
out. The subscription list for the erection of St. Joseph’s Church 
is going on very satisfactorily. Besides the Catholics, who have 
very handsomely and gencrously contributed, several Protestants 
have kindly subscribed to it. We hail with pleasure the interest 
taken without distinction of creed. The plan is drawn by Mr. 
Salway, and thé new church will bea fine ornament to the colony: 
Tt is made in such a way as to afford facility of enlarging the 
cluroh by two aisles, which are intended to be added at a%futurd 
time. ” 

The following extraordinary paragraph$has appeared fin the 
Advertiser:— on 

We understand that the Acting Attorney-General has been 
heavily feed by the prosecutors in the Moussa conspiracy case, 
and must express our opinion aeninst his acceptance of any such 
consideration in very strong terms. He is not only Acting 
Attorney-General, but (acting) Grand Jury as well, and it devolves 
upon him to find a true bill or no bill against those tried in the 
criminal court. If, then, he be retained on one ride, how is it 
reamed that he will be able to exercise an unfettered discretion as 
to whether the criminals should be prosecuted or not ? | 

A similar statement is current to the effect that the Hon. H. J. 
Ball, when coming into Court as “Jler Majesty’s own Acting 
Attorney-General,” in Regina v. Saint, was also “heavily feed ” 
by the Macao Government. But supposing both statements to 
be true, where’s the harm? Mustn’t an Attorney-general have 
privileges 1 Suppose the Hon. H. J. Ball, in his capacity as acting 
attorney-general, has directed that a man should be prosecuted ; : 
what is there inconsistent with professional honour or etiquette, | 
or irreconcileable with the dictates of common morality in his | 
accepting fees in order that the prosecution might be fully ear- | 
ried out? Can there be anything more reasonable than the pro- | 
position that the labourer is worthy of his hire ? 

Some uncasiness was caused on the 11th Nov. by telegrams from 
Shanghai, announcing that business was suspended, and interest 
among foreigners was 3 per cent. per month, and that natives were 
paying two taels per day per mille, or at the rate of 73 per cent. per 
annum. Letters by the mail give the reason, that intending ten 
derers for the salt monopoly had sent away three million taels of 
Sycee to be prepared to pay in at once, when it was known who 
had obtained the farm, and that the unsuccessful tenderers would 
return the amounts not required by them in a week or ten days. 
The amount to be returned was estimated at two millions and a- 
half tacls,o that the pressure for money was likely only to be 
temporary. 

From the Advertiser we learn that Admiral Kellett’s health has 
greatly improved, and that the flag-ship may leave on the 24th 
Nov. The Curlcw has left for Shanghai; the Thistle left for 
Nagasaki on the Oth; the Opossum is undergoing a thorough 
overhauling, and will probably have new boilers put into her ; 
the Zebra will probably go into dock on Monday. Tho Adventure 
is at Aberdeen. 

A silver tankard of elegant workmanship has been presented by 
the choir to Mr. Sangster, the cathedral organist, in acknowledg- 
ment of his distinguished services. 

Ata special meeting of the shareholders in the Indo-Chinese 
Sugar Company the resolution for the sale of the Bicnhoa pro- 
perty to Mr. Kresser, passed at the extraordinary meeting held 








on the 7th Sept., was confirmed. The termsare that the company 
receive from Messts. Wahee, Smith and Co. their four thousand 
cash shares and one thousand profit shares ; that the contract for 
sugar between Messrs. Wahee, Smith and Co. and the company 
be cancelled, and that 105,000 be paid to the company—X25,000 
in cash, and promissory notes for the remaining $80.000 in in- 
stalments at two, three, four, and five years respectively, interest 
to be paid at 6 per cent.; and Mr. Kresser further guarantccing 
to pay the whole $80,000 if he sneceed in forming a company to 
take over the Bienhoa property fromliimself, 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
—-o— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates extend to the 21st Nov. The French mail, with Tondon 
letters to 13th Oct., arrived on the 14th Nov. 

’ The following items are from the Straits Times :— 

The Legislative Council has concluded its labours, and was 
formally closed on the 17th by his Excellency the Administrator. 
Though but few ordinances have been passed during the sezsion, 
it has nevertheless becn an important one, and its measures are 
likely to exert & great influence upon the future welfare of the 
colony. ‘I'hé lighthouse on the North Sands has been con- 
tracted for, and the money provided for its construction, and 
there is a prospect that it will before long be an accomplished 
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fact. The Singapore Water-works, too, his Excellency ds- ’ 
sures the public, Are receiving attention, the plans and spe- 
cifications having been sont home to the Secretary of State. The 
most satisfactory statement, however, in his Hxcelloticy’s Speech 
is that there will probably be in hand at the end of the presefit 
yoar a surplus balance to the credit of the colony for 400,000. 
out of which the cost of the lighthouse is to be defrayed, and 
from which it is also proposed to pay for the waterworks, should 
the expenditure be sanctioned. The paupers of the colony have 
been provided for, and the principe of island asylums for lepets, 
recommended by the committee, has been acted upon ; the hos- 
pital at Pulo Jerajah having been provided for by & vote of the 
Council ig at last being given ao trial, and a number of lepers 
{rom Penang have already been sent there. 

During the late riots 153 rioters were flogged, and the total 
number of sttipesadministered was 2,859. The total amioutitof Anes 
inflicted was $1,342, of which about $1,000 wete pald. — The huth- 
ber of persons cautioned and discharged was 137 ; atid in addition 
to these a number of prisoners have been committed for trial at 
the sessions, and there are other cases pending. 

From Bangkok Captain Sachsze, master of the British barqite 
Burlington, has been sent to Singapore by H.M.’s Consul-General 
for trial, charged with the murder of a seaman on board his vessel, 
while at anchor outside the barat Paknam. The men were mu- 
tinous, and the captain claims to have shot the deceased in self- 
defence. 





PENANG. - 


The following items‘are from the Argus 
A meeting of the Chamber of Commetee, on Nov. 15th was 
called, for the purp»se of discussing the proposed introduction of gas 
into Penang, and also for taking into consideration the question 
of landing goods from steamers at the Jetty, lately prohibited by 
the Municipal Commissioners. Resolutions in favour of bot 
objects were ananimously adopted. 
In the case against Mr. E. Bacon a verdict was teturned of not 
uilty. 
. At the trial of thetmen connected with the late act of piracy at 
Salengore. the jury could not agree, and the prisoners will have 
to he tried again. 





CEYLON. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Reviewing, at the opening of the Legislative Council on 4th 
October last, the progress of Ceylon as a commercial country, 
the Governor stated that within the past fifteen years the average 
tonnage of shipping entered and cleared at our ports had in- 
creased 100 per cent. ; that the acreage of land under cultivation 
had increased 100 per cent.; that our chief staple product— 
coffee—had inercased 140 por cent. ; that cocoanuts, another 
staple, had increased 33 per cent. ; while cinnamon had increased 
180 per cent., and plumbago had increased 809 per cent. He 
showed that in like manner our tevenue, without any additional 
taxation, had increased 130 per cent., while £980,000, or close on 
a million of money, had been appropriated from general revenue 
towards the construction of the railway. The colony defrays 
the whole of its civil and military cxpenditure, has a revenue 
of £1,100000, and its exports and imports now amount to 
£8,298,005, Sir Ifereules Robinson quoted also many other 
exports of a lesser value, showing in all a considerable in- 
ercase. When all aro put together, however, coffee towers 80 
high above them that it is equal in valus to about four-fifths of 
the whole productions of the island. It is our Consols; and it 
will therefore suffice for our present putpose to go a little fur- 
ther back than the Governor has done to mark its rapid deve- 
lopment. Had his Fxcallency dated hack his review from 1845 
instead of 1855, he would have included a quartér of a century, 
during which he would have scen that the coffee industry, instead 
of 140, had increase| upwards of 50 per cent. ; for in 1845 it was 
only in its infancy. In that year we shipped 178,603 cwts., 
while in 1870 we shipped 1,019,212 ewts., or more than five 
times the export of thit leading staple twenty-five years ago. 
In 1845 we had two banks, and the business then ssemed capa- 
ble of supporting both. One has risen rapidly in wealt and 
importance ; the other, from bad management in the letting 
out of its capital, los: it, and had to succumb many years ag). 
We have now three banks. The Oriental Bank Corporation, 
the oldest, lins so well established her reputation for ju- 
dicious management that she can pretty well afford to do 
4s she pleases—to aceept what she likes aud rejecs wat sho 
does not like. ‘This she does ; and perhaps she has her fa- 
yourites too; so that all her would-be customers muy not hove 
a chance. But in making these remarks it must be borne in 
tnind that the 0.B.C., though a strange bank, caunot do every- 
thing ; and has tu meet calls upon her funds from all parts of 
the Hist, as well as from this little colony, while small as this 
eolony is, her growth in trade, commerce, and agriculture has of 
late years been enormous. Consequently her banking require- 
tnents have increased in proportion ; but iu like proportion they 

ave not been inct. ‘I'he O.B.C, doubtless, has to refuse a great 
deal of good business, which the other two existing banks ara 
dither unable or too timid to take their fair share of. Indeed, if 
they did, they are not nearly equal to the amount of the island's 
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business now. Just think that when we shipped of our staple 
export coffee less than 200,000 cwts. the business supported two 
banks, while now with five times the trade we have only three ! 
There is a magnificent opening now for another bank, constituted 
on right principles—able and willing to do prope and legitimate 
banking business—both in local bills and exchanges. And any 
strong bank, occupying the field now, especially if conducted by 
a manager of local experience, would reap a rich harvest in busi- 
ness of a sound and profitable nature. 

The marive engineer, Mr. Townshend, who was sent out by the 
Secretary for the Colonies to examine into the feasibility of a 
harbour or docks for Colombo, and also as to the practicability of 
deepening the Paumben Channel sufficiently to admit vessels of 
any size bound for the Bay of Bengal or the Red Sea, has given 
in his report on the various schemes of harbour and docks which 
were laid before him. It is a clear well-writtcn document, in 
which he is very pronounced regarding all the different plans that 
have been placed before him ; no fewer than eight different proposi- 
tions have been brought to his notice for breakwater and docks. 
Each and all of them have able advocates, but all are ignored in 
favour of Mr. Townsend’s own scheme of docks on the site of the 
Lotus pond and lake ; and certainly for convenience these deserve 
the palm. They will be just at hand for the merchants’ offices-— 
most convenient for the railway—sheltered and so close to the 
fort that a merchant can step out of his office and in five minutes 
be on board the ship he is loading or discharging. A great 
cry is sure to be raised that this will mar the beauty 
of the lake—deprive Colombo of its lungs, &c., but this is 
a utilitarian age, when scenery must give place to necessity. 
It will be said, no doubt, that a harbour in the middle of 
the town will be unhealthy. I don’t see why it should 
be so. London and Liverpool are among the healthiest towns in 
England, yet their rivers, full of ships, and their docks, crammed 
with them, are in their midst. Besides, only part of this lake 
will be required, and for recreation we must go further out. For 
£720,000, Mr. Townshend tells us, we can have docks with a suffi- 
cient breakwater to protect the approach, and preserve calm 
water for vessels in and outside the docks. My belief is that, 
once the docks are made, we shall have dry docks following, so as 
to attract shipping in want of repairs trading elsewhere than to 
Ceylon ; and the trade that will spring up when Colombo is made 
@ respectable port will be something enormous. The loss of the 
Rangoon at Galle the other day knocks on the head all chance of 
competition from that quarter. 

Mr. Townshend’s report on the Paumben Passage will not likely 
be out for a month or six weeks.

In Grey 
Shirtings the market for 8} and 9 lbs. was weak, and no transactions of 
any moment were recorded, but 7 lbs. had ruled rather higher, owing to 
small stocks. A few salcs of Blaukets had taken place at prices pre- 
viously quoted. Alpacas were in slight domand, as likewise was Cloth. 

SHANGHAI.—Cottons: Since the departure of the last mail the 
business in Piece Goods had ben only of a retail character, with little 
inquiry for the outports. 7 Ibs. Grey Shirtings had changed hands to a 
small extent, other weights being in very slight demand. Quotations at 
the close were almost nominal. White Shirtings were difficult to move. 
T-Cloths, Drills, Jeans, and Sheetings were somewhat less depressed than 
other goods, at easier rates. Fancy Cottons inanimate. Woollens: With 
only trifling transactions in Orleans, Lastings, and Spanish Stripes, 
quotations must be coneidered nominal. 

Hankow.—Business in Piece Goods had been limited, and the 
market closed dull for most goods. 7 1bs. Grey Shirtings in moderate 
enquiry and quoted Tls. 1.7.0 to 1.7.4; other weights neglected. Mexi- 
can 7 Ibs. T-Cloths in some request at Ts. 1.5.2 to 1.6.2. Drills and 
Jeans held for higher prices. Dyed Brocades, Spots, and Chintzes sold 
toa fair extent. Other Fancy Goors not enquired for. Woollens: 
Camlets, holders firm, but with little enquiry, SS., Tls. 14 to 15. Last- 
inge, Tls. 10.2.0 to 11, trifling sales. Spanish Stripes, improved in de- 
mand ; Assorted quoted 58 to 61 cents. Long Ells, Tis. 5.3.0 to 5.4.0 for

to 32 unchanged, enquiry still ran on the lower grades to tho neglect 
of better doscriptions; best chops Nos. 38 to 42, wanted at a further 
rise of 50 cents to $1. Piece Goods : Grey Shirtings but little dealt in 
and but slightly asked for: prices of 7 lb. unchanged, 8.4 lb. 2 cents 
lower. White Shirtings unaltered in value, but firmly held. Drills all 
quoted Scents higher; sales of English and Dutch. American nominally 
dearer, but none on offer. Prices of T-Cloths advanced ! to 2 cents in 
best 7 Ib. Mexicans; other weights not much arked for. Assorted 
Brocades and Spotted Shirtinzs 10 cents lower. Turkey Reds in de- 
mand ata rise of 5 cents. Chintzes saleable. Wouvllens : Not much 
business transacted, but holders very firm, and all s‘aple fabrics ad- 
vanced in value, Scarlet and Assorted Long Ells 5 to 10 cents higher. 
Scarlet Spanish Stripes easy of sale at a rise of 5 cents, und Assorted 
English2makes wanted at en advance of 2 to 3 cents. Lastings in good 
request at an improvement of 50 cents to $1. Prices of Cumlets well 
maintained though the enquiry was less active at the moment. 

StnGArokE.—There had been a fair demand during the interval both 
for Cotton and Woollen Goods at about the quotations given in our last 
report, and the market closed firinly.

YoKoHAMA.—A fair amount of business had been done, settlements 
composed mostly of medium quality amounted to 80,000 piculs. Stocks 
of fine and choice leaf were small, and prices nominal, but for the lower 
grades rates ruled easier. Stocks at the close were small, as supplies 


had not come in so fully, The Mikado and Walton were still loading 
for New York, and the Miako had been placed on the berth for that port, 


@HANGHAI.—Messrs, Drysdale, Ringer and Co. report as follows:— 
Black : There has not been much doing during the fortnight. Settle- 
ments amount to 5,600 chests and 3,100 half-chests. Arrivals have 
been about equal to the quantity taken, leaving on offer a stock of 
13,000 chests. Common Shuntam kinds have been nezlected, the set- 
tlement having, with but few exceptions, been made between Tls. 18 to 
21. All the Tea now coming forward and the greater part of our stock 
is of very common quality, such as is almost unsaleable at home. It is 
to this want of a good selection that we attribute the limited nature of 
the business under report. We cannot quote any change in prices; the 
disinclination on the part of buyers to operate has, however, made tea- 
men rather anxions to sell, and a few parcels might be secured on more 
favourable terms; but any active demand would make holders firm for 
higher rates, the supply of useful tea being so limited. Export of Con- 
gou is 61} millions against 52} millions to same date last year, reducing 
the excess in shipment hence to 9} millions. Green: There has been 
but little done for the English market, American buyers being still able 
to give prices much above home ratcs, The settlements are 28,000 half- 
chests and 7,500 boxes Country Tea at Tis. 35 to 39 for medium to fine 
Pychows, Tls. 40 to 51 proportion for fine to finest Teenkais and Moy- 
unes, a few fine line realising Tis. 70 per picul. Prices are without 
change, although the demand {s not so active as it has been for some 
time past. 


HANKow.—A very moderate quantity of Tea had arrived daring the 
fortnight, und had been mostly shipped. Quotations were : Oopacks, 
commun to fair, Tis. 144 to 154; Oonams, common, Tis, 8}. 

K1ukKrana.—Black: Thirty-threo chops had come to hand, which 
had all gone forward on native account, with the exception of two chops 
settled at Tle. 17 and Tis. 14 respectively. 


Foocnow.—A fair business had been done in Congou, and other de- 
scriptions had been dealt in to a moderate extent, but quotations showed 
little alteration. Congou: Good demand for all descriptions of broken 
leaf at an advance of from half to one tael for ordinary to gond com- 
mon, and of Tls. 14 to 2 for flavoury descriptions. Settlements had 
amounted to 36,387 chests, at Tle. 33 to 20, and Tis. 21} for boxes ; 
arrivals, 19,550 chests, Quotations: Dust and siftings, Tls. 33 to 8; 
broken leaf to ordinary, Tis. 84 to 124; fair to good common, Tis. 13 
to 16 ; flavoury to medium, Tis. 17 to 20. Souchong : Settlements, 3,199 
chests, at Tls. 13} to 244 ; arrivals, nil. Quotations: Common, Tis. 14. 
to 18; medium, Tis. 19 to 26. Ovlong: About 9,876 half-chests settled 
at Tls.18 to 244; arrivals, 7,270 half-chests. Quotations: Common 
to fair, Tls. 17 to 20; good cargo to superior, Ts. 22 tu 27; fine to 
finest, Tis. 31 to 45. Scented Tcas : 7,543 boxes settled at Tls. 6 to 174, 
principally of dust, at the former rate. Flowery Pekoe: Settlements, 
922 chests, at Tls. 22 to 54. 


CaNnTON.—Only a moderate amount of busiuess reported, but prices 
showcd a slight advauce considering the quality obtainable. The stock 
of Scented Orange Pekoe was very small, and holders had been able to 
obtain an advance of T's. 1 to 14. _Teamen were askiny very full rates 
for the better parcels of Scented Caper, and though priece had boen 
rather irregular, an advance of Tls. 1 was quoted. In Green Teas the 
demand had been only for Gunpowders, which commanded higher rates. 


SILK. 

YoKoHAMA.—Settlements had amounted to nearly 900 bales. This 
small quantity was doubtless owing to the high rate of exchange exist- 
ing in native currency. Rates were unaltered, but holders demanded 
higher prices, which buyers do not feel disposed to give. Stocks, 1,500 
bales, Silkworm Eggs: Some little trade bad been done, and purchases 
amounted to 1,000,000 cards. Prices for the best quality were quoted 
$1.50 to 2, but other sorts were obtainable from 45 cents to one dollar. 


SHANGHAI.—The following is from Messrs. C. J. Skeggs and Co.’s 
Circular :—We have to report a more moderate demand throughont the 
past fortnight, than has existed since the opening of this season ; until 
within the last few days dealers have exhibited great firmness, but the 
tightness of money, and the high rate of intercst has made many of the 
more needy anxious to sell, especially holders of common Silk; in 
classical chops we have no change to note, dealers for these descriptions 
holding out for last mail’s rates ; most of the business for the fortnight 
was done before the French mail left, so that we make no change in our 
quotations. 


CANTON.—Messrs, Olyphant and Cov. report as follows :—The market 
has been very quict, but rates have agaiu slightly advanced, especially 
for Silks that have any pretensions to superiority, the better classes 
being very scarce. Some of the sixth crop is on the market; but, al- 
though the late more favourable weather led to the supposition that the 
quality would be good, the mustcrs now on show are coarse and nibby ; 
and we hear from the country that the rest of the crop is expected to 


be the same: the total yield is cstimated at from 600 to 700 bales.<.. 


Several of the silkmen have been holding back their supplies in expec- 
tation of higher rates later on, but no further material advance is at 
present expected, although present quotations may be firmly maintained 
in view of the approach of the end of the season, and the small stocks 
on offer. Settlements for the fortnight are small, and are—247 bales 
tor Europe, 50 to America, and about 30 bales to Bombay. Stock is 
estimated at 1,700 bales Tsatlee, 50 bales Loongkongs, and 100 bales 
Re-reels,

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH.—Quitpna.t, Dec. 19,

J. 1. PRASER UV. THE TELEGRAPH CONSTRUCTION COMPANY. 

This was an action by a merchant against the company in their 
capacity a3 temporary owners of a vessel called the //(lernia for delay 
in the conveyance of goods for him from Singapore, by which he al- 
leged markets had been lost, and so loss occasioned by the fall of 

rices. 
y Sir J. Karstake, Q.C., and Mr. A. L. Smith were for the plaintiff ; 
Mr. Pollock, Q.C., and Mr. Cohen were for the company. 

The company had a steamer at Singapore which had been chartered 
by them to carry telegraph apparatus to that place, and which they 
desired to turn to some advantage for the return or homeward voyage. 
They therefore received goods for conveyance home, and, among 
others, received a quantity of pepper and coffee for the plaintiff. Ac- 
cording to his cage, they undertook to carry at tho steam rate of speed, 
whereas, according to their case, it had only what is called an “ auxi- 
liary{steam power,” and was in a great degree dependent upon sails and 
therefore could not keep up the steam rate of speed. ‘he result 
was that the plaintiff was not satisfied with the rato of speed kept 
up, and there was a delay in the arrival of the vessel, which he alleged 
eaused the loss of markets for his commodities, and involved q fall of 
prices which occasioned him g loas of several hundred pounds, and 
this lass he claimed to recover in the present action. It was ayreed 
between the parties that the amount of loss sustained by the plaintiff 
was £500. 

In the result the jary found that the Hibernia had used reasonable 
despatch, though occupying 135 days in her homeward voyage, and a 
verdict was therefore entered for the defendants. 

MARINE INSURANCE.—THE “ BLACKADBER.”—WILLIS AND 80N3 

Y. SAUNDERS, UNDERWRITER. 

Thig was an action, partly reported in onr last iggue, to recover pn 
& policy of insurance on the clipper ship Blackadder, and the defence 
wag that the ship was not properly equipped, and unseaworthy. 

Mr. Giffard, Q.C., Mr. A. L. Smith, and Mr. Ridley were counsel for 
the plaintiff ; and Sir J. Karslake, Q.C., Mr. Butt, Q.C., and Mr. J.C. 
Matthews, for defendant. 

The Blackadder was a new clipper ship, built for the London 
and China trade, and in the course of her first outward voyage it was 
stated that she encountered bad weather, and lost her mainmast. This 
eauged serious damage to the vessel, and she had to put into the Cape 
to repair, and the plaintiffs now sought to recover upon the policy in 
question for the loss they-had sustained. 

On the part of the Underwriters it was submitted that the maat 
was not properly secured with the usual rivets in the cheeks, and that 
to this, rather than to the ,violence of the wind, the accident was 
owing. It was also urged that there wasnothing in the ship’s log-book 
to show that the vessel experienced such violence as would account 
for the mast giving way if it was properly secured. 

For the plaintiffa, however, it was contended that the mast was pro- 
perly secured, and the damage to the ship was solely attributable to 
the atorms and perils of the sea. 

Mr. Baron Bramwell summed up, and said the jury would have to 
determine whether the ship was seaworthy, and in a condition to en- 
counter the ordinary weather which might be expected on a voyage of 
thig kind, when she left England. They had heard the evidence as to 
the condition of the masts and the character of the weather she met 
with, and if they should be of opinion that her masts were properly 
secured, and that she was in a fit state to proceed to sea when she 
left port, and that the damage might be fairly attributed to perils 
of the sea, then they would find for the plaintiffs; but if, on the 
other hand, they should come to the conclusion that her masts 
Were not so secured as to withstand the ordinary bad weather which 
might be expected to be experienced, and that their falling was the 
result of a defect in the way thcy were stayed and secured, then 
ag would give their verdict.for the defendant. 

he jury, after some deliberation, fouud a verdict for the plaintiffs. 
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Her Majesty's troopship Orontes arrived a few days since at Ports- 
mouth, from Nova Scotia. She will shortly go into dock to repair, 
and will embark the 80th Foot for Hong Kong early in January. 
As stated in our issue of the 27th ult. severat changes are to be 
catried out in the garrison at Hong Kong and Singapore. The 
force stationed at these places in future will be as follows :— 
Hong Kong:—1 battery garrison artillery, 1 regiment European 
infantry, 2 companics (tun Laacara. Straits Settlements: 1 bat- 
tery garrison artillery, 1 battalion European infantry. The 1st bat- 
talion of the 10th regiment, and the battalion of native Indian 
infantry will be withdrawn from Hong Kong. After conveying the 
80th Regiment to Hong Kong the Orontes will take the beadquarters 
and wing of the 1st Battalion 10th Foot to Singapore to relieve the 
battalion of native Indian infantry, which is to be withdrawn. One 
ebattery of garrison artillery will aleo be withdrawn from the Straits 
Settlements and brought home in the Orontes. The Straits Settle- 
ments will in future form part of the China command, which atrange- 
ment will relieve the Imperial Exchequer of the charge for the two 
native Indian regiments above mentioned, now quartered in Hong 
Kong and the Straits. . 


The United Service Gazette says:—We regret to hear that the crew 
of H.M.S. Iron Duke, flagship of Rear-Admiral Shadwell, C.B., 
suffered somewhat severely from heat apoplexy during her tedious and 
protracted passage throuzh the Red Sea, as by last accounts the ward- 
room messman and tio others of the crew had died from this cauge. 
It would appear orders were given, should it be neccesary to use steam, 
that a speed of four knots an hour wag not to be exceeded. This is 
certainly courting death, for the so-called economical saving of a few 
tons of coal. 

A telegram from Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellett, K.C.B., dated 
Singapore, December 19, 2.35 P.m., and received at. the Admiralty the 
same day at 4.25 r.m., announces that the Iron Duke, with Vice-Ad- 
miral C, F. Shadwell, C.B., on board, had arrived at Singapore on the 
14th inst., and that Sir Henry Kellett had transferred the chief com- 
mand in China the following day, and would leave by English packet 
on the 20th inst., and that his own health was excellent. 





MR. HART'S MEMORIAL. 


The Times this morning reproduces Mr. Hart's Memorial, which 
we published some weeks ago—we suppose the Christmas holidays 
have given our contemporary both time a:d epace for the subject. It 
is accompanied by a leading article, in which it says :— 

The Chinese, as Mr. Hart reminds them, have now for upwards of 
half a century accepted a policy of intercourse with foreign nations, 
This they have done reluctantly and under coercion; but still they 
can hardly conceal from themselves that further concessions ¢on their 
part may have yet to come. Three great Powers have negotiated trea- 
ties with them — Russia mostly in the matter of boundaries; France 
in that of missionary privileges ; Great Britain in that of com- 
merce. Four-fifths, in fact, of the whole trade of China is carrjed on 
either with us or our dependencies ; so that we are the people chiefly 
interested in commercial arrrangements. To coine at once to the 
point, we may state that what British merchants desire is not so much 
free trade in the European sense of the word as unimpeded commer- 
cial intercourse. They are willing to pay duties and make 
terms with the Government, provided that these duties can 
be paid once for all, and that the terms of the bargain are 
fairly observed. They do, however, besides this, very earnestly 
wish for such an improvement in the internal communi- 
cations of the country as may enable them to reach jthe gfeat centres 
of population with their goods. Considering that China contains 
400,000,000 inhabitants, and that each of its eighteen provinces is as 
populous as a European kingdom, our trade with the country is very 
amall. It could be immeasurably extended, there is little doubt, by 
the introduction of railways, telegraphs, and steam navigation on the 
great rivers, but these reforms the Chinese Government peraists in 
refusing. According to Mr. Hart's view of the case, the real opposi- 
tinn comes from the provincial authorities, who live, and are forced to 
live, on a system of extortion and corruption to which the proposed 
changes might put an end. 

The best solution of the question would be found in the gradual en- 
lightenment of the Chinese themselves, but for this no fair oppor- 
tunities are now given. Either the officials or the people, or both, 
persist in excludingjus from effective intercourse ag far as they can, 
and we must say we can draw no very favourable conclusions from 
Mr. Hart's description of the case ag it stands. If the foreign policy 
of China cannot be based on judicious principles until its domeatic 
policy is entirely reformed, and if this reformation is contingent on 
changes so radical and comprehensive as the Memorial suggests, we do 
not see when the consmumation is to be anticipated. Our chief 
reliance we fear, for the present must be founded on that aenge of 
inferiority in force on the part of ils Government to which Mr. r2¥t 
does not forget to appeal. The Chinese, for good or evil, voluntarily 
or involuntarily, have committed themselves to the obligations of 
treaties ; if they do not fulfil these obligations, ‘they expoyo them- 
selves to hostilities, and in the event of hostilities China would suffer.

' was carricd by a large majority, viz., 54 aycs against 13 noes. The 
: arguments pro and contra were for the most part the same as in the 
4. section report, of which I gave a summary in my last letter, and it is, 
‘therefore, unnecessary to enter into details. The Minister fur Foreign 
Affairs gave some further information in answer to the interpellations 
and remarks made in the gections. He repeated that England was not 
| favoured in any way to the prejudice of our country. No favours are 
| promised or granted to Great Britain, which would not be allowed to 
other foreign Powers. The East India tariff—which, I regret to say, will 
pot be examined in the sections before Christmas—is wholly independent 
of this treaty, as also are the stipulations about the admission of foreigners 
{ato Netherlands India. The members of the First Chamber will deal 
_ with the Bill at once, and of course there is not the least likelihood that 
\ the Lords will refuse to ratify the treaty, as well as that referring to the 
transfer of our settlements on the West Coast of Africa to Great 
4 Britain. ‘The Lower House is now busy with the Bills for the redemp- 
tion of tho tithes, and the members will leave the Hague, probably, the 
day ufter to-morrow to spend the holidays, Mr. Thorbecke, the Pre- 
mier, bas been for some days ill and unable to attend the sittings. Mr. 
van Bosse hus consequently been obliged to answer the famous in- 
terpellation cf Mr. van Zuylen—whether the Ministers make them- 
selves answerable for the Bills which the late Minister of the War 
Department laid before the members. His object was to overthrow 
the Cahinct, but in this he signally failed; on the contrary, the united 
Conservatives, Clericals, and the so-called Radicals were defeated, and 
obliged to retreat. ; 

Tho Min‘stry is still seeking after another Minister of the War De~ 
partment. Ruinours have been current that Mr. Delprat would accept 
the portfolio, but the Nieuwe Rotterdumsche Courant states to-day that 
one of the other Ministers will be charged temporarily with the depart- 
ment. Doce this revolution mean that no Minister can be found? Or does 
it mean that political events of much importance are impending? Indced, 
according to the statements of provincial papers, which are sometimes 
well informed, a complete reorganisation of the Cabinet is probuble, 
I, however, need not add that these on dits are somewhat vazue. 
The public is most anxious to know what the Firat Chamber will 
do with regard to the vole of the Lower House, refusing the ercdit 
asked for the maintenance of aun Ambassador at the Papal Court. The 
Buducts have already been examined in the sections by the members, 
and the report has been published, but not u-uch light is thrown on the 
question. The general opinion is that the Budget fur Foreign A flairs 
will be approved of, and that some membcrs will state their regret that 
the Second Chamber have taken so “‘ hazardous” a step, Inthe mean- 
while the Catholics are being whipped up in the papers and in the 
churches to forward addresses to his Majesty to induce him to maintain 
the Ambassador. Of course these addresses are signed by thousands, 
but neverthcless the manifestation is but of very little significance, be- 
cause but a very sinall number of the petitioners know what they are 
requesting. It is not only this movement which mukes a painful 
impression on our Protestant population. On the Ist of April next 
three hundred years will have clapsed since the town of Brielle was 
captured by the “ Watergeuzen ” (a cant word for the national party ), 
and the first step thus taken to free the country from Spanish tyranny. 
On this date next year a memorial will be erected in that town to celes 
brate this event. Some well-known mesubers of the Cytholic party 
were invited to becumé members of the commission tg carry out this 
object, but have declined the invitation, and say they think that not 
one Catholic can conscientiously share this national festival, These 
opinions of the ultras need no comments. © ;

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THE BLACKADDER INSURANCE CASE. 

THE time-honoured fable of “blowing hot and cold” would 
seem to be no fable at all in marine insurance, if we are to 
judge from the case of “ WiL.1s and Sons,” owners, v. “ Saun- 
DERS,” underwriter of the clipper ship Blackadder, reported 
in another column.

Every competent authority had pronounced her seaworthy— 
and no doubt she was so iu every fair sense of the word ; but, 
as SHAKESPEARE says— 

, ‘* Ships are but boards, sailors but men,” 

and the result of her first voyage turned out to be that she 
happened to lose her mainmast in rough weather off the 
Cape, where she had to put in for repairs, the consequence 
being some unavoidable loss. Hereupon the underwriters, 
forgetting that their own profession entirely depends on the 
occurrence of unforeseen and unavoidable casualties like 
this, repudiated the risk, and conveniently putting out of 
sight the fact that the ship had been inspected and classed 
by the authority which they justly regard as the highest in 
the world, challenged its seaworthiness on the ground that 
the mainmast was not properly secured, and that the accident 
was not accounted for by the log-book. Nothing could pos- 
sibly be more shallow or futile than their arguments. Even 
assuming for a moment that either of them had any founda- 
tion—which we believe no more thau the jury did—-casualties 
arising from such causes are precisely the kind of accidents to 
which the underwriting profession owes its existence. For 
what purpose did Messrs. WILLIS and Sons pay the premium 
on this new ship, but to provide against such risks? As 
for the log, if it was not accurately kept, that must have been 
merely a failure of the officer whose duty it was to keep it, 
from which there might be good reason for his being repri- 
mauded, but none whatever why contracts, entered into after 
due precautions, should be nullified. No Life Assurance 
Company in the world would have dared to dispute a policy 
if the same officer had died at sea from a disease which had 
escaped the observation of their professional examiner, wnless 
ut had been wilfully concealed, which was not attempted to be 
alleged in the trial before us. We are, therefore, unable to 
account for, or to excuse, the defence to the present action ; 
and we rejoice that it broke down, as it deserved to do. ‘The 
times will be bad, indeed, when such arguments find juries 
pliant enough to be influenced by them ; but cases like the 
present have at least the good quality of showing to what 
pretexts some underwriters may be found to cling in the 
hope of getting rid of losses for which they are unquestion- 
ably liable. Merchants who are “fair and above board” in 
their dealings, and who can have no better guide than 
Lioyps’ surveyors for the seaworthiness of the vessels in which 
they trust their goods, will do-well to note instances like the 
present, so that they may protect themselves against the un- 
expected repudiation of undoubted claims by the simple ex- 
pedient of employing only such underwriters as uever fail to 
acknowledge their responsibilities promptly.

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THE ENGLISH RAILWAY ENGINEERS vy. THE 
JAPANESE GOVERNMENT. 

Two actions reported in our Legal Intelligence last week 
—Lans v. Lay, and Bryant v. Lay—demand uotice, in con- 
sequence of the unfavourable influence they seem likely to 
exercise on the spirit of progress so conspicuous in the Ja- 
pauese Government, in adopting European inventions, and 
availing themselves of European skill. The plaintiffs in 
both actions are civil engineers, who have recovered heavy 
damages from the agent of the Japanese Governmeut, with 
whom they had entered into engagements to proceed to 
Japan to assist in the construction of certain railways. The 
cases of both plaintiffs have many points of resemblance. 
It appears that when both gentlemen arrived out, some diffi- 
culties in carrying out their engagements arose between them 
and Mr. Moret, the superintendent engineer, and that a 
new agreement was offered to them, which both at ounce de- 
clined to accept, and returned home to bring the present ac- 
tions for breach of contract. On the part of the defendant 
it was shown that the alleged proposed agreement was 
merely a set of rules for the regulation of the parties in 
their several capacities—and that, when the plaintiffs re- 
fused to sign it, Mr. Moret waived that condition, and 
did not insist on it. Under these circumstances we are at a 
loss to account for the verdicts ; but we are still more asto- 
nished that gentlemen of edycation, experience, and high stand- 
ing should have accepted engagements involving so much 
expense and loss of time to the Japanese Government with- 
out the firm resolution to carry them through in spite of the 
small difficulties which they should kuow are inseparable 
from intercourse on English principles with even the most en- 
lightened people in the Far East. We should have expected 
no less of Messrs. LANE and Bryant than that their pride in 
their profession,—to say nothing of the interests of progress 
in which civil engineering takes so large a part—would have 
compelled them to make any reasonable concession rather 
than forfeit their share in sv great a work. The influence of 
these verdicts oan hardly fail to be highly prejudicial to the 
confidence and liberality with which the Japanese Govern- 
ment have ever made their engagements with Europeans. 


Mr. Epwin BaLpwin MALet, at present Acting Second 
Secretary at the Embassy iu Paris, and who so distinguished 
himself during the Siege as to obtain the Cross of the Legion 
of Honour, has been appointed First Secretary to the Lega- 
tion at Peking. He will probably take his departure early 
next month, calling at the Indian presidencies en route. By 
the Foreign-office List we find that the antecedents of Mr. 
Ma st are as follows :— 

Appointed Attaché at Frankfort October 10, 1854, transferred 
to Brussels November 6, 1855, promoted Paid Attaché at Parana 
August 31, 1860, transferred to Rio de Janeiro, April 24, 1861, 
and to Washington July 16, 1862. Was appointed a Second 
Secretary October 1, 1862, and transferred to Lisbon February 2, 
1865. Was temporarily employed in the Foreign-office for 
some months in 1865. Transferred to Constantinople August 15, 


1865, appointed to act as a Supernumerary Second Secretary at 
Paris July 25, 1867. 


In consequence of Christmas-day falling on Monday repre- 
sentations have been made to the PostmasTeR-GENERAL that 
the passage of the India, China, and Australian Mails should 
be expedited by special trains from Brindisi in order to secure 
delivery on last Saturday. It appears, however, that the 
Post-office cannot interfere in their transit from Brindisi to 
London, beyond requiring them to be up to contract, which 
the snow in the Brenner Pass sometimes prevents. 

M. DE GEoFROY, whose appointment as French Minister at 
Peking was made some time before the war, will, we under- 
stand, shortly proceed by the French mail from Marseilles _ 
to take up his post as representative of the French Republi¢?. 
at the Court of his Majesty the Emperor of Cuina. M. Ggo- 
FRoy will probably be the first Minister to obtain an au- 
dience of the Emprror to deliver the reply of the PRESMDENT 
to the message delivered by Cuuna How at his late interview. 





Tue report of the PosrmasTER-GENERAL of the United 
States, which is given in another column, states that provi- 
sion has been made in thé Estimates fur au increase in the 
subsidy for the mail services to Chiua and Japan aad to the 
Braziis, which are recommended to be made fortnightly 
instead of monthly, as at present. . 
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in marriage ; and against the pretensions of the missionaries to interfere 
in private law suits, to abet the alienation of property to their religious 
uses, to withhold offenders from justice, ta insult the religion of the 
country, to misappropriate and transfer passports, and to receive rebels 
and other disreputable charactcrs as converts. 


Nothing can be clearer or more explicit than Lord Granville’s exposi- 
tion of the policy and practice of the British Governinent on the Mis- 
sionary Question. ‘They have uniformly declared and now repeat 
that they do not claim to affurd any species of protection to Chinese 
Christians which may be construed as withdrawing them from their 
nutive allegianec, nor do they desire to secure to British missionaries any 
privileges or immunities beyond those granted by treaty to other British 
subjects.” This declaration covers the whole question, so far as Eng- 
land is concerned. With respect to the French Missions, the treaty 
rights of tolerance and respect for the free exercise of the Christian 
religion, and tho reciprocal duty of missionaries and their converts to 
respect the laws and the feelings of the country in which they reside, 
should be sufficient to dispense with those supplementary and general 
regulations which the Peking Government has proposed. Mr. Wade 
appeals to the dictates of Confucius himself against the angry pre- 
judices of the Chinese literati with regard to the admission of women 
to the chapels aod the prohibition of female missionaries; he sees no 
objection to the registration of Chinese children received into orphanages, 
but defends those institutions from the charge (not unknown in Europe) 
of forbidding the visits of the parents when the parentsare known. Lord 
Granville, too, declines to countenance any slur upon the Christian 
Sistorhoods of Charity. It is noticeable, however, that the French 
Minister at Peking considered the Chinese list of grievances ‘‘ aggres- 
sive ’—an epithet not adopted by his English colleague, in whose de- 
spatch to Lord Granville we find the number of Roman Catholic mis- 
sionaries in China stated to be between 40U and 500 inall, three-fourths 
of whom are French, And it is remarkable that the antipathy of the 
Chinese goverzing classes to the Christian missionaries is very much a 
“ dread of Romish ascendency ;” or, in other words, the fear that the 
French missionaries will gather all the disaffected population under the 
standard of the Cross, and then, when troubles ensue, throw themselves 
on the French Government for protection. It is only due to the 
Chinese Government to add that, according to the testimony of the 
French missionaries themselves, it is doing its best to prevent any col- 
lision with the Christians. Mr. Wade’s assurances on this point are 
the more welcome, because he has complained to the Peking Govern- 
ment in severe and stringent terme of the tardiness and incompleteness 
with which the Tientsin Massacre was punished. 


On the whole, this Chinese Memorandum has convinced our able and 
experienced representative at Peking that, ‘‘ to secure the missionary 
against the hostility of the lettered class, one of two courses muet be 
pursued ; either the missionary must be supported, out and out, by the 
sword of the protecting Powers, or he must be placed by the protecting 
Powers under restrictions which, whilst leaving him always as much 
latitude of action as, if simply intent on Christianising China, he is jus- 
tified in desiring, will yet enable the Chinese Government to declare to 
those whose conservatism chafes at the present pretensions of the mis- 
sionary, that he, the missionary, is not authorised by the Power protect- 
ing him to put forward the pretensions objected to.” Which of these 
two courses the British Guvermment, sustained by public opinion at 
home, is prepared to adopt, the Foreign-office has more than once, 
through Lord Clarendon or Lord Granville. emphatically recorded. On 
our side it only remains for the missionary societies to select for their 
agents, among a population very different from Polynesian Islanders, 
such men as will be “simply intent on Chriatianising China,” without 
presuming to set themegelves above Chinese laws, in reliance on British 
men-of-war, and to withdraw Chinese subjects from the obligations of 
their national allegiance. In the precepts of their own faith, of its 
Founder, and of His first disciples, let them seck the proper rule of con- 
duct for a Christian apostolate. Let them bear in inind that in China 
they find themselves in presence, not of savages or unlettered heathens, 
but of a highly-cultivated race, and a system of institutions compared 
with which the most ancient civilisations of the West are the growth of 
yesterday. On the other hand, it will be well for the Chinese Govern- 
ment to listen to Mr. Wade’s excellent and friendly advice, and to ac- 
cept “ the conditions of official intercourse which are the sole guarantees 
against international differences.” An interchange of representatives 
between the Courts of Europe and Peking would pat an end to these 
incessant recriminations, and to the risks of intermittent wars and expe- 
ditions. ‘ If,” writes Mr. Wade, “China is wronged, she must make 
herself heard; and if she would abstain from giving offence, she must 
learn what is passing in the world beyond her.” 


THE CHINESE MANIFESTO. 


(MORMING POST.) 

The correspondence relative to China proves what a difficult and 
disheartening, if not an impossible task it is to deal diplomatically, 
internationally, or socially with that perplexing and anomalous 
country. We have in Mr. Wade a Minister liberal minded and 
anxious to treat the Chinese with all courtesy and consideration, and 
convinced that argument and diplomacy should supersede gunboats 
and military expeditions, and yet even Mr. Wade is driven to expose 
the hollowness, insincerity, nay, the positive deceit of the high 
officer of State's despatches he had to comment on. The Chinese 
Minister fears, and perhaps very reasonably, that troubles will 
again arise in his country through the action of the foreign mis- 
sionaries. We have to share that fear with him. The principal 
dangers menacing the relations between China and _ civilisation 
are the zeal and the indiscretion of the miasionaries of the several 
nationalities. The dangers are real, not imaginary. We have 
had proof as abundant as it is unfortunate of the fact. We should be, 
and we are, anxious to remove, or at all events reduce to the lowest 
limits, these dangers. We have given earnest of this desire. We 
have instructed and exhorted our officers and representatives in China 
to abstain from all manifestations of either overbearing conduet or 

bysical force ; we have formally and solemnly invited the Chinese 

vernmeat to take their place upon the common platform of civilised 
diplomacy. How dispiriting the first practical experience of the 
working of the new system of policy is it is almost unnecessary to 
remark. It is impossible to read the correspondence without being 
impressed with the belief that as yet China has only nominally stepped 
upon that platform. It ia true that we bave happily been preserved 
from any hostile collision jin respect of the Tientsin massacre. But 
then nothing ia clearer from Mr. Wade’s communications than that 
the action of the Chinese Government in the settlement of this 
affair was unsatisfactory in the extreme; so unsatisfactory that Mr.Wade, 
even in an official letter to the Chinese Minister, is led to complain of 
“the tardiness and incompleteness” with which the “ fearful crime ” 
was disposed of. With characteristic barefacedness the Chinese 
Minister had pretended that the aetion of his Government in punish- 
ing for the crime had been so thorough and rigorous that there was 

eat danger of the Christians in China being encouraged to exercise a 

idness that might lead to further complications or disasters. But 
knowing, as we know so well, that the very reverae was the fact, how 
can we be but depressed and discouraged by the absence in Chinese 
diplomacy of every principle which should pervade the international 
relations of civilised countries? 

But it is in that part of the negotiations that relate to the fature 
treatment of the missionaries in China that the most unsatisfactory 
features are to be traced. The Chinese Minister evidently, indeed 
pointedly, refers to the Roman Catholic “missionaries as the very 
possible cause of some serious outbreak or complication. He may be 
right or he may be wrong in this view. But clearly he is not right in 
abstaining from discriminating betwcen the nationalities to which 
the several missionary organisations, as a rule, in China belong, and 
also between the several distinct and well-marked sects of Christian 
missionaries. It is an old trick of the Chinese to affect to see little or 
no difference between foreign nationalities; to club all ‘ outside 
barbarians ” in one contemptuous whole. Mr. Wade points out that 
the Roman Catholic missionaries in China are so exclusively French 
that practically and really we have nothing to any to the matter. 
There is an accredited French representative at Peking, and it is of 
course to him alone that complaints and representations relative to 
the action of these particular missionaries should be made. The 
right course is abundantly clear. Chinese diplomatists are wonder- 
fully acute. But now, as ever, they decline to see what they do not 
choose to see. However, if China is to enjoy immunity from the 
physical-force diplomacy of the past, if she is to claim the considera- 
tion and respect due to countries acting according to the rule of 
ordinary diplomatic usage, she must learn to conform to that usage. 
High officors of State must learn to diecriminate between nations, and 
persons, and things, and religions, and even between the sects and 
subdivisions of religion. 





















































MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 


(DAILY NEWS.) 

The official correspondence on the Chinese Missionary question de- 
serves the careful attention of all who ure concerned in the mutually 
beneficial intercourse between the vast and ancient Empire of China and 
the Christian civilisation of the West. It discloses the secret of many 
difficulties, and clears up many dangerous misunderstandings. The 
Chinese Government admits that, so far a: trade is concerned, the 
Treaties work well enough. On this point, as Mr. Wade remarks, the 
causes of dissatisfaction are to be found on the other side. It is in the 
regulation of the position of Christian missionarics towards the laws and 
authorities of the Empire, and in its effect on the foreign relations in 
general, that the operation of the Treaties is unsatisfactory to the Chinese 
Government. The grievances of the Government at Peking, as set 
forth in the several propositions which form a supplement to the official 
Memorandum, do not, as Mr. Wade and Lord Granville point out, 
apply in any way to any British Missionary establishment. They are 
evidently directed against the French Roman Catholic Missions, inas- 
much as they refer to orphanages, to sisterhoods, und to property of 
which restitution is claimed by the French ecclesiastical establishments 
under a special convention with France. The Chinese Government de- 
mands the suppression of the foreign orphanages, or, at least, the ex- 
elusion from them of all but Christian children ; registration of the 
ehildren, and free admission of their friends ; it protests against the 
appearance of women in the same chapels as the men, and the employ- 
ment of women as missionaries; against the assumption by native 
Christians, ander the guidance of the missionaries, of independence of 
the laws, exemption from taxation and rent, and the custom of betrothal 





A correspondent of the Standard, writing in reply to an article in 
that paper urging the suppression of missions in China, says :— 
“During the present year I have had the privilege of visiting porte 
in China, and venture to submit with confidence this one test. To 
what, if not to,Christianity, are we to attribute the marked difference 
in the conduct of the people in those places where missions are really 
progressing? I regret I have no date at hand to confirm my impres- 
sion that Amoy and Ningpo are two of the oldest, ag certainly they 
are two of the most flourishing, mission stations. In the former, 
accompanied by a devoted Presbyterian, who has laboured there for well 
nigh thirty-five years without once returning to his native land, I 
walked through the narrow, crowded, dirty streets without the slightest 
molestation, almost without exciting observation. In Ningpo I have 
been saluted with terms of actual respect. That the progress is slow 
is but to say it is real. No one who knows anything of China could 
expect other than a very gradual change. Having been permitted to 
witness and join in the worship of hundreds of Chinese Christians, I 
proves’ in justice to them, no less than to the devoted labourers, whether 

atholic or Protestant, male or female, who arc toiling ina (spiritually) 
dry land, and to the memory of that revered prelate. the close of whose 
earthly career was recorded in your pages of yesterday evening.” 
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PRESIDENT GRANT'S MESSAGE—CHINA AND JAPAN. 

The Cunard steamer Algeria, which arrived on the 15th inst., 
brought New York Papers containing the full text of President Grant's 
address to Congress. The following are the passages which relate to 
the Far East :— 

‘To give importance and to add to the efficiency of our diplomatic 
relations with Sapa and China, and to further aid in retaining the 
good opinion of those people, and to secure to the United States its 
share of the commerce destined to flow between those nations and the 
balance of the commercial world, | earnestly recommend that an ap- 
propriation be made to support at least four American youths in each 
of those countries, to serve as part of the official family of our Ministers 
there. Our representatives would not even then be placed upon an 
equality with the representatives of Great Britain and of some other 
Powers. As now situated, our representatives in Japan and China 
have to depend for interpreters and translators upon natives of those 
countries who know our language imperfectly, or precure for the oc- 
casion the services of employés in foreign business houses, or the in- 
terpreters to other foreign Ministers. I would also recommend liberal 
measures for the purpose of aiding the American lines of steamers now 
plying between San Francisco and Japan and China and the Australian 
lines, almost our only remaining line of ocean steamera, and of in- 
2reasing their services. 

“With Japan we continue to matntain intimate relations. ‘The 


Cabinet of the Mikado has, since the clorze of the last session of 


Congress, selected citizens of the United States to seryc in offices of 
importance in several departments of Government. I have reason to 
think that this selection is due to an appreciation of the disinterested- 
ness of the policy which the United Statcs have pnraned towards 
Japan. Itis our desire to continue to maintain this disinterested 
and just policy with China as well as Japan. The correspondcnee 
transmitted herewith shows that there is no dispo-ition on the part of 
this Government to swerve from its established course. Prompted by 
a desire to put an end to the barbarous treatment of our shipwrecked 
sailors on the Korean coast, I instructed our Minister at Peking to 
endeavour to conclude a convention with Korea for securing the safety 
and humane treatment of such mariners. Admiral Rodgers was 
instructed to accompany him, with sufficient force to protect him in 
case of need. A smali surveying party sent out, on rexching the 
coast, was treacherously attacked at a disadvantage. Ample oppor- 
tunity was given for explanations and apology. Neither came. A 
force was then landed. After an arduous march over a rugecd and 
difficult country, the forts from which the outrages had been commit- 
ted were reduced by a gallant assault, and were destroved. Having 
thus punished the criminals, and having vindicated the honour of the 
flag, the expedition returned, finding it impracticable, under the 
circumstances, to conclude the desired convention. I respectfully 
refer to the correspondence relating thereto herowith submitted, and 
leave the subject for such action as Congress may scem fit to take.” 

The report of the Postal Service of the tutes for the puat fiscal vear 
has been presented to Congress, Reckoniny the dollar at 44., for the 
sake of convenience, it appears that the ordinary revenne of the De- 
partment was £4,080,000, and the expenditure of all kind« £4,880 ,000, 
showing a loss of £800,000, although as compared with the precediny 
year there was an increase of £223,000 in revenue, and of only £210,000 
in expenditure. For the coming year the estimated expenditures are 
£5,500,000, with a revenue of £4,550,000, leaving a deficiency of 
£050,000, without including special appropriations in the nature of 
subsidies for steamship service amounting to £145,000. The new rail. 
roati routes put in operation during the year which cnded the 30:h of 
June, 1871, amounted to 6,107 miles, during 1870 to 4,190 miles, und 
during 1869 to 3,6]9—making in the aggregate an ardition fn three 
years of 13,816 miles to the 36,018 miles in operation on July 1, 1868. 
The increase in three years exceeds 38 per cent.,ond in the last vear alone 
it reached the unparalleled proportion of 17 per cent. The Postmaster- 
General notes the gratifying regularity of the mail service between New 
York and San Francisco, and says that the averaye time, going east, 
was 169 hours 45 minutes, or 7 days, one hour, and 45 minutes—ncearly 
three hours less than the average the preceding year. The shortest 
aingle journey, going west, was 162 hours; going east, 167 hours; 
against 144 hours 40 minutes going west, and 159 hours 10 minutes, 
going east, the preceding year. ‘he tutal number of letters exchanged 
during the year with foreign countries was 20,295, 0098, an incrense of 
1,036,620 over the number reported for 1870. The total cost of the ocean 
mail steamship service for the year 1871 (including £145,000 paid from 
special appropriations for steamship service to Japan and China, to 
Braril, and to the Hawaiian Islands) was £195,000. An increase of 
service from monthly to semi-monthly trips on the Brazil and China 
lines is recommended. 


THE MONT CENIS ROUTE. 

Further complaints are being made with reference to delays on the 
Italian railways. A letter has appeared in The T'imes giving details 
of a journey from Paris to Brindisi, performed by ten passengers to 
India. The letter says :— 

We started for Brindisi from Paris by the 8.40 night train, Lyons 
and Marseilles Railway, booking through to Turin, registering our 
Dacgage to the same place, and, according to the published time- 
tables, should have reached our destination at 9.4 on Saturday night. 
Our train, however, being three hours behind time in arriving at 
Culoz, we found the corresponding train fram that place, which would 
have taken us on to Turin, had left, and that there was no other train 
through the Mont Cenis Tunncl that day. We had thus to wait 
twenty-four hours on the French side of the Alps. Tie passengers 
for India were naturally anxious to get forward, and next day, Suu- 
day, {t way thought there woald still be time for then to reach Brin- 
isi, as it ig stated by Mesers. Lebeau and Co., the agcnta in London 
or {h. Alta Italian Railway Company, that a train leaves Turin on 
Sunday at 12.30 midnight to meet the mail train over the Brenner 
at Rologna. As with Saturday's train the Sunday train was als» late ; 


ud'on arriyal at Modang, the frontier village, where the baggage ig 
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usually examined, all the paesengers were detained quite half an hour 
after this before the train started, and we reached Turin about 
two hours behind time. The indignation of the passengers for 
India was great when we then learned for the first time that no train 
startcd from ‘Turin at 12.30 midnight, that it had been withdrawn. 
There was nothing left to us, therefore, but to risk catching the mail 
at Bologna by taking the 7.45 train in the morning from Turin for 
that place, and we asked to have our luggage examined, to allow us to 
take it away. Here matters culminated. First we were told the 
luggage had not come on at all; then that it had arrived, but that it 
was iu a van sealed by the Customs, and so could net be delivered 
until next morning at ten o’clock. To all our representations that 
we should lose the steamer at Brindisi for Alexandria the railway offi- 
cials but shrugged their shouldera and refused to consider our case as 
in the least exceptional. Not to be baffled, if possible, early on 
Monday morning four of the party went to the railway station again, 
were referred to the Customs ‘‘ Dock,” three miles distant: went 
there ; no luggage to ba seen; returned to the station ; were referred 
back to the Dock, where finally, after dancing attendance from eight 
to twelve o'clock, the luggage was passed. One passonger for India, 
rather than risk losing his staff appointment, went without anything 
whatever, except. what covered him, by the 7.46 morning train, and 
wag in time,-I believe, for the steamer. The rest of us, nine in 
numbcr, are now ecitlered over Italy, waiting for the next departure 
from Brindisi. 

Divine APPARATUS FoR SHancuat.—We learn that the Govern- 
ment of Shanghai have commissioned Messrs. Siebe and Gorman, the 
well-known submarine enginecra, to construct several sets of diving 
apparatus, iuelading all their latest improvements. Our readers may 
remeiler the raising of the treasure from the ship Hamilla Mitchell, 
bat itis not generally known that it would have been impossible to 
have recovered any portion of it if the diver had not been supplied 
with an apparatus precisely similar to those now under constrnetion 
for the Chinese Government. In fact the diver himself publicly stated 
that jt twas almost entirely due to the apparatus that he waa able to 
descend through 144 feet of water. A remarkable feat, mentioned in 
the Liverpool Post, under the heading of ** Diving Extraordinary,” is 
interesting enough to deserve reproduction :—Mr. James Hooper, 
master diver (formerly diver to the Dock Board), was compelled to go 
inastexmtug to Carnarvon Bay, to test a new diving apparatus by 
Messrs. Siebe and Gorman, there not being water enough in the 
Mersey. He descended twenty-six fathoms (155 feet), the greatest 
depth ever reached by any diverin England. Mr. Hooper, Captain 
Bell (overlooker for Messrs. Myers, Son, and Co,), and Captain Kemp 
(commander of one of Measrs. Myers’s ships), and other eminent 
Authorities who were present on this occasion, expressed a high 
opinion of Messra, Siehe and Gorman’s apparatus; and we believe 
that they have sinee been appointed sole manufacturers of diving 
“ear bo the Royal Navy, and are also commissioned to supply a large 
quantity of pumps and other appliances for the purpose of raising 
wrecks, 

Gxnman Poricy mm Cutwa.—A Berlin letter says :—“ Some months 
ago another question was urged on here by England about the mis- 
rionarics killed in China. England wished to promote an European 
understanding against China, A memoir, treating the question, was, I 
believe, delivered to the German Government. Prince Bismark, 
moatly absent, and residing at his country seat, was then rarely visible. 
The affair, therefore, did not progress, and it was dropped goon after- 
wards. A rather interesting explanation is given ef Prince Bismark’s 
apparent indiffer. nce to the Chinese outrage against the Chinese mis- 
sionirics, who were mostly Jesuits and French. They are said to have 
aimed at usurping an arbitrary domination overall the Chinese whom 
they could get baptised. It was the same policy followed by Russia 
in Turkey, where, pretending a right to protect the Sultan’s. Christian 
subjects, eho claimed to submit them to her own exclusive power. 
Ryerybody knows that this was the origin of the Crimean war. When 
the English momoir was to be delivered at Berlin, war was already 
raving between Bismark and the clericals. He was not minded to 
pursue in China any revenge for the benefit of a party which thwarted 
him in every way in Germany. This little failure of England in the 
Chin question was followed by a similar one in some other States. 
But at Berlin, at least, it was not caused by any unfriendly feeling 
avuinst British Government.” .

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Monetary and Commercial, 
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A case reported in our legal intelligence has just been decided 
against Messrs. J. and L. Fraser for a claim on the charterers of 
the steamer Hibernia in the conveyance of cargo from Singapore to 
London, the vessel having taken 135 days on the voyage. The 
plea set up was that the Hibernia was only an “auxiliary screw 
steamer,” and as such would only use her steam power in dead 
calms and cases of emergency. The jury, which must have been com- 
posed of persons who did not understand the bearings of the case, 
were led away with this view, and disregarded the contract made 
under the bill of lading, the main evidence which should have 
guided their decision. This document is the usual stcam Dill of 
lading, and makes no allusion to the vessel being only an auxi- 
liary screw. Some stress was also laid on the rate of freight 
—£2—being no higher than the current rates for sailing vessels ; 
that also is a matter of agreement, and cannot be taken as a set- 
off against the use of steam power. The bill of lading is a contract, 
and should be carried out. At the present time, while merchants 
in the Straits and China trade are suffering 80 much by deviations 
and detentions, it will be a pity if Messrs. Fraser allow this verdict 
to remain unappealed. It is a clear case of a“ verdict against 
evidence.” 

‘The Suez Canal Company officially announces that it will pay 
on Feb. 15, 1872, the coupon which became due upon its obliga- 
tions on April 1, 1871, but which has not yet been provided for 
The coupon of Oct. 1, 1871, is to be paid on July ‘1, 1872. There 
will then atill remain in arrear the coupon which will have become 
due on April 1, 1872. It is again reported that M. de Lesseps is 
engaged on a scheme for procuring the purchase of the Canal by 
foreign Powers. His overtures are said to have been unfavourably 
received by the Porte and by the Khedive. 

In accordance with the directors’ report of the China Submarine 
Telegraph Company, passed at the meeting held on the 22nd ult. 
an interim dividend, for the half-year ending Jan. 1, 1872, at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum, will be payable on the 4th proximo.

derwriters therefore make their “haul.” The Lord of the Isles has 
left Penang for London, and we understand has not taken pil- 
grims for Jeddah.

The master, Cooper, of the Ceres (barque), of and from Shields, for 
Galle, which vessel was assisted into Harwich, Dec. 13, after being 
ashore, reported that on her arrival there she was making about four 
inches water per hour, and was of opinion that the cargo would have 
to be discharged ; agreement £300. The vessel has since proceeded to 
London, where she arrived Oct. 17. 

According to the latest advices received the position of the Saida 
(str.), Carter, from London to Konigsberg, with tea, which vessel went 
ashore 7th inst., about nine miles north of Ronne, remained unaltered ; 
she had twelve feet water in her hold, 5,376 chests of sound tea had 
been sold and would be sent to Ronne, thence to be forwarded to Pil- 
lan; 1,200 chests have also been saved, but heavily damaged ; a further 
quantity is still on board and under water, and will be sold by auction. 
A salvage steamer was in attendance. 

A telegram received from Singapore, dated Dec. 17, states as fol- 
lows :—The Radient (Am.), Chase, hence to Boston, has been beached 
in Rio Straits; fast breaking up; tin cargo only can be saved. 

Advices from Rio Janeiro, received at Rotterdam Dec. 17, state that 
the Bali, V. Rossen, from Dordt to Batavia, which vessel put in there 
Noy. 15 for repairs, having struck on a wreck, and was afterwards 
docked, would proceed for her destination on completion of repairs to 
copper. 
the Penang, of Bath, from Ilo Ilo to Boston, went ashore Dec. 4, 
at Nauset, Cape Cod, and had four feet water in her hold ; the vessel 
laid in an exposed position, but with the assistance of a steamer she 
was got off, after partly discharging, and towed to Boston; neither 
the vessel nor the cargo appear to have received much damage. 
Three schooners with part of the cargo have since arrived at Boston, 
and the remainder on the beach at Cape Cod would be forwarded. 

A telegram received from Nieuwe Diep, dated Dec. 19, states ag 
follows :—‘‘ The Australie (Datch barque), from Batavia to Amster- 
dam, with coffee, has put in here in a sinking state, having touched 
on the Haaks.” 

Accounts from Mauritius, dated Nov. 16, received at Havre Dec. 16, 
state that the Marie Laure, Brechoir, from Sumatra to Marseilles, 
which put into Mauritius, Oct. 8, to stop a leak, having replaced 
several planks in her side, sailed for her destination, Nov. 22; she 
took on board a portion of the cargo discharged from the Porto Rico, 
which vessel was bound from Mauritius to Marseilles.
